bound by this-agreement. Accordingly the 
employés of the Corporation’s electricity 
undertaking served notices which were 
due to, expire last night. At its meeting 
yesterday afternoon the Corporation 
decided to establish a 47-hours’ week in 
place of the present 50 hours, Though 
this decision has averted the immediate 
danger of a strike of the Corporation em- 
ployés, Ireland is by no means secure 
against developments of the wave of indus- 
trial unrest which is sweeping over the 
United Kingdom. The National Execu- 
tive of the Irish Labour Party has con- 
vened a conference of Irish trade unions, 
to be held in Dublin early next month, 
to consider a general national demand for 
a working week of 44 hours and an 
absolute national minimum wage of fifty 
shillings per week for all adult workers 
throughout Ireland. Meanwhile in Great 
Britain strikes and settlements come and 
go in bewildering succession. Claims are 
no sooner settled in one industry or in

Sinn Fein and Hunting. 


We are glad ‘to note that even Sinn 
Feiners are revolting against thes Sinn 
Fein Executive's ban on hunting. In 
Meath and Westmeath meetings of farmers, 
including Sinn Fein farmers, have pro- 
tested against the stoppage of the hunts, 
and the new policy is finding little favour 
with local councils in the South and West.

| effect to these recommendations in Great 


Britain. Nothing whatever appears to 
have been due in this direction in Ireland. 
Much of the responsibility for this failure 
rests with the Government. It is true 
that in a half-hearted way it has urged 
industries to organise themselves in the 
manner suggested. It is itself, however, 
the greatest employer of labour in the 
country ; and it has set the worst possible 
example by exhibiting a singular reluct- 
ance to apply the machinery in qyestion 
to the public services.

Our Future Army. 


Jt is expected that the Government's 
arrangements for the maintenance of our 
Armies of Occupation will be published 
on Thursday, The old voluntary Army 
exists no longer, and the vast Army which 
succeeded it is in rapid process of de- 
mobilisation, ‘Its members are now return- 
ing to civil life at the rate of 30,000 a 
day. At that rate we shall soon have no 
Army at all; but the need of large bodies 
of disciplined troops will remain urgent 
We must maintain our 
watch on the Rhine until the Peace Con- 
ference has done its work well and truly. 
We cannot afford to reduce our garrisons 
in India or in the large territories which 
we now hold in the Middle East. For all 
these duties we shall require small, but 
thoroughly efficient, Armies of Occupation, 
and it is with these Armies that the Govern- 
ment’s forthcoming statement will deal. 


It is announced that their pay will repre- 


sent a substantial advance on present 
rates, and that good facilities for leave will 
be given to all men who choose to serve 
in them. All the rest of our Armies will 
continue to be demobilised as quickly as 
possible. In the meanwhile the Govern- 
ment will take no immediate steps to.

Bolshevism, but they have no understand- 
ing*of what it is. Many imagine that it 
has something to do with the bettering of 
labour conditions, If the full facts of 
the Bolshevist régime in Russia could be 
revealed to these people in language that 
they understood, much good might be 
done and the evil work of the Bolshevist 
agitators here counteracted. 

No sooner is one labour dispute settled 
than another supervenes. The latest is a 
strike of the London dockers for a further 
fifteen shillings a week. It is high time 
that the Government set themselves to dis- 
cover if any way of avoiding this constant 
industrial turmoil can be discovered—per- 
haps, on the lines of an experiment tried 
by Major Astor, M.P. He invited ja 
number of trade unionist workers to spend 
a week-end at his country house, and dis- 
cussed with them informally all sorts of 
industrial questions. Next he invited a 
number of employers and went over the 
same points with them. Finally he 
brought the two groups together, and was 
gratified to find that masters and men 
were entirely agreed on several funda- 
mental . principles. The fact is that 
mutual ignorance of one another’s condi- 
tions is largely responsible for the sus- 
picion and strife prevailing in the@$ndus- 
trial world. The representatives of 
capital and labour require to be brought 
together continually and not spasmodic- 
ally if smooth and profitable working is 
to be ensured. But there must be no 
domineering on the part of the masters, 
and no “ca’ canny” on the part of the 
men. 

A new class of worker is showing a dis- 

position to strike, and, perhaps, the fat 
is not surprising when it is noticed what 
their subordinates achieve by agitation. 
Stationmasters have just met in confer- 
ence to decide what they should do to 
improve their conditions, and now colliery 
managers are asking for a minimum wage 
and shorter hours. They have given the 
coal owners fourteen days to enter into 
negotiations. Presumably their demands 
will be supported by the men’s associa- 
tions, since a strike is threatened if their 
demands are rejected. 
The recent General Election was unique 
in many ways, and now bids fair to have 
another claim to distinction, for so far not 
a single petition has been resented 
against the return of any of its mem- 
bers.
